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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose the following recited limitations: "a resistor connected in parallel with said switching 
device for pulse width modulation, wherein said resistor is coupled to said pulse width modulating 
constant current driving circuit via a transistor such that current for maintaining the on state of a turned-on 
thyristor flows through said resistor when said transistor is off" (claims 1, 4, 6), and "each voltage divider 
is connected to the gate terminal of its respective thyristor and supplies a gate potential value to the 
thyristor such that the thyristor is turned off during normal operation of said series-connected light emitting 
diodes and turned on when said series- connected light emitting diodes are open-circuited" (claims 8, 9, 
10). Thus, the examiner has allowed claims 1, 4, 6 and 8-10.
